Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in forcei in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following further 
amendment in the notification of the Government of India in the late Finance 
Department (Central Revenues) No. 33-CuBtoms, dated the 22nd Jime 1836, 
namely:— 

In the said notification, in Schedule I—Import Duties, under the head 
“A—General”, the entries against Serial No. 14 shall be omitted.

S.B.O. 3183.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) No, 39-Customs, dated the 
21st March, 1952, the Central Government hereby exempts Camoquin tablets 
imported into India or the State of Pondicherry and falling under item 28 of 
the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934^ from— 

(i) so much of the customs duty leviable thereon under the latter Act as 

is in excess of the duty of 10 per cent ad valorem where the standard 
rate of duty is leviable; and 

(ii) the whole of the duty leviable thereon, where the preferential rate of 

duty is leviable; 

and in either case also from the whole of the additional duty of customs leviable 
thereon under any law for the time being in force.

S.R.O. 3184.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the Sea 
Cu.stom.s Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby prohibits with eiffect from the 
1st February, 1957, the taking by sea or by land out of India or the State 
of Pondicherry of Sandalwood Oil, produced in India, unless such sandalwood 
oil has been graded in accordance With the provisions of the Essential Oils 
Grading and Marking Rule.s, 1954, issued under section 3 of the Agricultiual 
Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (I of 1937), and is accompanied by 
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a certificate to that effect from the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India or any person specially empowered by him in this behalf: 

Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to any parcel, sent by 
post or by air-freight, containing ungraded commarclal aanlples of Sandalwood 
Oil not exceeding 40 tolae in wdght (groaa).

S.K.O. S185.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as appUed to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts pickled hides and 
butts imported into India or the State of Pondicherry and falling imder item 3fi 
of the First Schedule to the Indian Tarifl! Act, 1954 (32 of 1934), from so much 
of the duty of customs leviable thereon under the last mentioned Act as is in 
excess of 10 percent ad valorem and also from the whole of the additional duty 
of ouetoma leviable thereon under any law for the tlma being In force.
